The taU, blonde leader of the 
Belgian gov ernment, who has 
been termed Eu rop e’s “u nofficial 
ambassador” 
to

United 
States? admittedly hop es to ex ­ 
change v iews with Mr. Roosev elt 
on a v ariety of international su b­ 
jects. 
W hether he ex p ects to offer 
any sp ecific p rop osal for Amer­ 
ican coop eration in solv ing Eu r­ 
op e’s economic and financial ills 
was a top ic of wide sp ecu lation. 
The Belgian embassy said Van 
Zeeland’s trip to the United 
States had no connection with 
the mission entru sted to him by 
the British and French gov ern­ 
ments to ex p lore p ossible av en­ 
u es for a restoration of normal 
trade relations among Eu rop ean 
nations. 
Nev ertheless, his findings in 
that resp ect are certain to be of 
interest to his White Hou se host, 
who is rep resented by associates 
as believ ing th at American p ros­ 
p erity dep ends to a large ex tent 
on the restoration of the econo­ 
mic balance of the rest of the 
world. 
News disp atches from Eu rop e 
credit Van Zeeland with believ ­ 
ing the time is not rip e for a 
general world economic confer­ 
ence. He is ex p ected to conv ey 
his detailed v iews in th at regard 
to President Roosev elt. 
The p resident has made tenta­ 
tiv e arrangem ents to hold his 
conv ersations with the Belgian 
v isitor on the p residential y acht 
Potomac. The two will embark 
Wednesday afternoon, weather 
p ermitting, for a cru ise of sev ­ 
eral hou rs on the Potomac riv er 
or Chesap eake Bay . 
The 44-y ear old Belgian p re­ 
mier, one of the y ou ngest ev er to 
hold th at office, is recognized 
widely as a financial and econo­ 
mic au thority .

URGES SUPPORT FOR 


"NO DIVERSION" OF 


MOTOR VEHICLE FEES 


Statewide support of a pro­ 
posed am endm ent to the state 
constitution which would pro­ 
hibit diversion of funds raised by 
m otor vehicle, gasoline and sim ­ 
ilar taxes from highway m ain­ 
tenance and im provem ent use, 
was urged by Earl Crawford, 
chairm an of the State Highway 
Commission, in a statem ent is­ 
sued today. 
The 
proposed 
am endm ent, 
y 


adopted by the G eneral Assem­ 
bly, m ust be approved at the 19 39 
session and then subm itted to 
the voters at a general election 
before it can become effective. 
The am endm ent would provide 
th a t all m otor vehicle registra­ 
tion fees, licenses, gasolene li­ 
cense fees or excise taxes, and all 
other sim ilar special taxes, d u­ 
ties, or excises of all kinds on all 
kinds of m otor vehicles, trailers, 
m otor vehicle fuel or m otor ve­ 
hicle owners or operators, shall, 
after providing therefrom for the 
necessary cost of adm inistration, 
be appropriated and used for 
laying out, constructing, recon­ 
structing, m aintaining, repair­ 
ing, improving and policing pub­ 
lic highways and bridges w ithin 
this state, and shall be expend­ 
ed under the direction of the 
state departm ent having juris­ 
diction thereof, provided th a t 
when expended on public high­ 
ways and bridges not w ithin the 
jurisdiction of a state depart­ 
m ent the same shall be made 
under the jurisdiction of the 
state departm ent having juris­ 
diction over state highways; and 
shall not be diverted, by tra ns­ 
fer of funis, or otherwise, to any 
other purpose whatsoever. 
These taxes are imposed on 
the theory th a t the user of the 
roads should pay, just as toll was 
collected on m any of the early 
roads, and should not be divert­ 
ed to other purposes. Every m o­ 
torist is a stockholder in this 
highway transportation system 
and m ust realize th a t unless the 
toll collected from the users of 
the highways is used only to 
m aintain 
and 
improve 
this 
transportation system, they will 
either be paying more th an is 


necessary or th a t the system will 
deteriorate. 
In dealing w ith th is,transpor­ 
tation problem, Mr. Crawford 
concluded, we m ust rem em ber 
th a t our highways are on a 
strictly toll basis and th a t we 
m ust give consideration to the 
traffic, where it originates and 
where it goes. The expenditure 
of these funds m ust be where the 
resulting im provem ent will serve 
the traffic.

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BLUE AND GRAY REUNION 
Sev enty-four years ago this summer, the Battle 
of Gettysburg was fought. In 1913—the fiftieth 
anniv ersary of the struggle—the G. A. R. en­ 
camped on the old battleground. 
It has long been in the minds of some v eterans 
on both sides that the sev enty-fifth anniv ersary 
of the fight might bring the Blue and the Gray 
together there again. 
No ceremony in our military history could be 
more touô hing than this meeting, could hold 
more poignant implications. Few battles hav e 
been subject to more exhaustiv e analysis in print 
than the fight ov er the meadow, grain field, 
orchards and surrounding uplands at Gettysburg. 
Historians hav e had to weigh the testimony of 
eye-witness against eye-witness and opinion 
against opinion. Only in later years has a v ery 
clear picture emerged of all that took place 
there. 
One circumstance has nev er been in question— 
that the armies were equally brav e; that the 
stronger army won because it was the stronger 
and not because it hallowed ground? They should, 
we think, before the old lines of Blue and Grey 
hav e too far dwindled. 


BUILDING PICKING UP 
Those famiilar with conditions agree th at the 
long awaited activ ity of the building industry has 
begun. And most significant is the statement 
that conditions again fav or the building of small 
home§ . 
Real estate prices are adv ancing; rentals are 
rising, and money is becoming av ailable to 
finance small building projects on reasonablè 
terms. Tending to promote this mov ement also, 
is the fact that owners of houses are finding It 
possible to boost rents.

That 
meant that ev ery party had to be 
thickly studded with British. It 
had also been the custom to pack 
the 
parties 
with 
“deserv ing” 
Americans liv ing there or v isiting 
for the season. The result was 
that few important figures of the 
republic were entertained, few 
friendships were made, and the 
ambassador wasn’t worth his 
salt. 
That 
condition 
hadn’t 
changed much through the years, 
until recently. 
Then came the example of the 
hard-headed diplomat who de­ 
cided he was not going to be am­ 
bassador to the American colony, 
but to the country to which he 
was assigned. 
Tis predecessor 
had befen so hard-ridden by the 
American colony that he wound 
up his serv ice with a fare frac­ 
tion of the foreign connections' 
he had hoped to establish. 
Not all Americans will be cut 
off his guest list. Some hav e im­ 
portant connections and cannot 
be snubbed. But there are fists 
full of rich Americans who failed 
to make Newport yet find that 
their supplies of candy make 
them big enough to get along in 
some foreign colony. 
So they 
impinge on the ambassador’s 
time and eat his fried-cakes 
without contributing a penny­ 
weight of “inside” help. 


COSTLY BUSINESS 
Screams of indignation from 
the “parasites” echoed back to 
Washington. But the state de­ 
partment, v ery cov ertly of course, 
was ov erjoyed. It recognizes the 
necessity of constant and ex­ 
pensiv e entertaining by its am­ 
bassadors and ministers. It would 
like to see the money spent 
where it will count, howev er. 
Hint to careerists: Cut more 
Americans, court more furriners. 
Ambassadors get $17,500 a year, 
which seems big potatoes to most 
of us, but doesn’t stack up v ery 
high diplomatically. It costs more 
than that to do the part at Lon­ 
don and Paris.
